Fnter- 
taining this view, I shall, if elected, accord to tliu 
aovornmeiit ol tho day a hearty support should their 
iMlIcy and actions tnulcata an iiumodiato active, e:i- 
ergotic Goniinoncomont and continuous constnaetion 
of tho Canadian I'lwillc Hallway through Kritlsh Col- 
umbia. * 

Shuiild Sir John A. Mucdoiiald and party return to 
power, I should feci hound, if elected, to render him 
a bcarty snpjiort in order that he may have a real o;«- 
portunlty of carrying out tlie Krand schcmuof-a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for in the Terms of I'nion which 
his Oovcriiment ncprotiatcd with this Province.

Chinese residtMits wiis laid before the 
House, .>vo predicted that it would 
meet siritli.prfccisely the fate that bofel 
it,,, ,M r-<fhB_ aanig^ timo wo iioiuted 
out tlmt therTeSsJwlT on tho Queons- 
land statute-book a inojisiu-o that had 
received tho sanction of tho Imperial 
Government and Avhich had been ofVoct- 
ivo in checking tho evils resulting frmn 
Ciiiueso immigration.. In all sincerity 
we urged upon tho Oovernnient to 
ttdopt'the Queensland . Act, pure and 
Himplo, and not run the risk of having 
their own measure disallowed at Otta- 
wa or knocked p^v tho. head in tho Su- 
preme Court of tlie;I'roviuco;^^-;On the 
.2nd of August VJieii, the •measure was 
'be|or^.the.JIpuse'we -u^^ these words : 
• "TiiO'lires^nt GSvornmont arc instruct- 
ed to insert a clnuso in specifications for 
public work to prevent the cniploymont of 
Ohinoso by contvaetorfl. That is right ; 
but more Ih doinandcd. TI'i; \L\u\i ihn 
Queensland Ad ^xisst-i/ Ik'iv. and sent ti> 
Oitawa for app'onil. If hon. mem^hn-^ 
havt nota.cppy of ihid Act nt luuul ic; can 
supply theinV ' Ani/ifiin'j fhort of that Act 
will not cxire an evil which has become so 
great that men and women, abld and will- 
ing to work, cannot get it bocauBO tho 
Ohinepo' monopolizo tho labor market. " 
■ ' Tw6 days aftorwfirds — on the 4tli of 
August — w(! wrott! : 

" The ]liU— ahouhl it puss the lloiiau— 
will bo laugliod at at Ottawa as a pioco of 
stupidity or claptrap, intondod to hood- 
wink tho workingmon ; for it is based 
neither on coninion .sense iior common 
law. IVhat ii'os wanted was a'plain, prae- 
iicahle measun', not nnlihe the Qneensland 
Act; ichich is in force tlicre and which has 
contributed to greatly decrease the pupula- 
..tionofihedhiMie at the gold fields. Our 
■Q6vemhieKrsbem.t6:hayp,"\riIfully mi.sun- 
derstood the probUin that was entrusted 
thorn to solve. The only w.ay to keep 
tho Chinese out is not to let themin. Once 
in, under tho Bill before us, they become 
wards of the Government, for are thoy 
not to be provided with work on tho roads 
for their board 1" 

For pointing out to the Government 
thoir duty — for indicating tho only 
effective -m^tliod -by which the eflccts of 

■ the Chinese evil could be lessened, we 
wore denounced as< the " hireling organ 
of tho Chinos'? companies," and an at- 
tempt was made to dehido tiie work- 
ingmen into tho belief that we were 
inimical to their intere.st.s, after having 
done battle in their behalf for many 
years and forced at Inst upon a reluc- 
tant Government a policy for which 
they now take credit, viz.: that of e.'c- 
cluding Chinese labor from the public 
works of the Province. We now ask : 
is not the fall of the Bill patent to all 1 
Has it not proved a " mockery, a dolu- 
aion and a snare"'to the workingmen? 
Was it not declared unconstitutional 
and void by tho Supremo Court ! And 
has not the Attorney-General declined to 
defend tlie Bill or challenge tho deci- 
sion 1 These questions must all be an- 
Bwerejl in the affirmatiye and the work- 
ingmen should flow be convinced that 
they have been .sold : — tiiat their best 
and dearest rights havo been heartless- 
ly trifled with by political demagogues 
who have sought to use them for 
their own - bad purposes. At tliis 
very moment we obser>ro a petition in 
circulation for signature which i)rays 
the Ottawa House to pass an Act simi- 
lar to the Queensland Acl and to prohi- 
bit the employment of Chinese labor on 
the i-ailway work. We believe wo are 
correct in the assertion that no China- 
man has been employed in any capacity 
on railway surveys by the Domin- 
ion Government ; but tho Local Oov- 

■ ernmentin 1S74 and 187,5pai(lS;50O,00O 
or §-100,000 to tlio Chinese whom thoy 
employed in Ijuilding roads ii^Yalo and 
We.stminBter Districts. Still, a petition 
for prohibition is not out of place and 

" 'inay produce satisfactory results. »Tho 
prayer for tho adoption of the Queens- 
land Act is in the right direction. It 
will be observed that the workingmon 
have at last taken the course whicli we 
pointed out to them in August last (see 
• extrabts) as the only tenable one— tiie 
only one thatoflered thesliglitest chance 
of success; and for advocating whicli 
^ we have been foully libelled and in- 
sulted. But why j)etition the Domin- 
ion House without petitioning tlie 
Local Govern mentas wein TheAttorney- 
rldU j^enertdrrf the chief Jaw adviser of the 



bor, they know nothing at all about it. 
The truth of the matter is that the 
memorial should bo addressed to the 
Government here, which, in turn, 
should ask tli§. iLociU;! House ^tpifii-st 
pass theV Queensland' iiLcit;'arid^ then 
memorialize the Dominion Government 
to allow it to become law. If tho 
leaders of the workingnuni arc in earn- 
est, they will adopt this course. If 
they are not in earnest, they will per-t 
sist in working at tho wrong end until 
another year shall have been lost in 
fruitless elTort, when they will again 
find that thoy havo been taken in 
and done for by crafty politicians and 
larijc employers of CJiiinese labor who 
want a Chinese tax imposetl least of 
anything iir the world.

New Youk, Oct. 2G.— The U'ori.l's 
Lottdou 4. letter says Lord Salisbury, 
British foreign minister, has been in- 
yited by the American government to 
consider seriously the very decided ob- 
jections which tho American govern- 
ment is disposed to make to tho jiay- 
ment of tho Halifax iisheries award in 
tho new . circumstances created for 
both governments by recent rei)orts of 
Captain Sullivan of the British ship 
Sirius, who was sent to investigate tho 
events of Jan. 8th, when a number of 
Auierieiiu lishermen were driven away 
from thoir stations on the Newfound- 
land coast, their fishing tackle destroyed 
and their business broken up. Capt. 
Sullivan reported to his government 
that tho people of Newfoundland wero 
justified in making the assault upon 
iishermon, because b)' I he local law of 
that island mackerel fishing on Sunday 
is prohibited, and the Ameri<»n8 . were 
fishing in contempt of this law. Tlie 
Marquis of Salisbury has endorsed and 
accepted the report of Capt. Sullivan as 
embodying tho view and conclusions of 
her majesty's government. The Marquis 
of Salisbury fornially communicated to 
the American government without tak- 
ing tho trouble to fortify it by laying bo- 
fore the TJ. S. government tho report 
of Captain Sullivan upon tho facts in 
the case as they were set forth upon 
the spot to him. It is said tliat the 
American government has informed 
Salisbury that the question as to whe- 
ther the American fishermen, pursuing 
•their business under tho terms of a sol 
emri' treaty, are liable to violence at the 
Iiands of petty local authorities. 

N'kw Yoitic, Oct. 2H._The WorM'f 
Washington special says that serious 
correspondence between England and 
America, touching the virtual nullifi- 
cation of the fishing clauses of tho 
Washington treaty by Newfoundland- 
ers is confirmed by the best authority. 
One of the fisheries which was secured 
by the treaty of Washington, and 
which it was important to secure was 
what is generally known as tho frozen 
herring iishery, that is, catching or 
Tpurciiasing chiefly in Newfoundland of 
herring, wliicli are tliere frozen and 
kept for bait. Hitherto, to .save time, 
our fishermen havo ijonerally purchasoe 
their herring from native colonial fisli 
rrmen, but with tlie privilege of fish- 
ing within a three miles limit they are 
gradually catching for themselves. 
Tliey go from Gloucester in November 
and occupy several months in their 
business. Last November a Giouces 
tor fleet of about twenty sail went a 
usual to Fortune Bay, in Newfound- 
land, but wero driven from the fishing 
grounds by a very violent assault from 
a large and excited crowd of colonial 
fishermen, who tut and destroyed some 
of their seines and drove of! the fleet, 
the crows being unwilling to run the 
risk of a disturbance. Repi-esentations 
were duly fonvlirdetl to our minister 
in London. The English government 
instituted an inquiry, and recently 
Lord Salisbury counnunicated to tin; 
United States a report from Capt. Sul- 
livan, of the Cyrus, to whom tho in- 
vestigation was comuutted. In com- 
municating that report the British sec- 
retary of foreign affairs used lar'guage 
which seemed very distinctly to accept 
the conclusions of the i-ojjort, which 
was in substance that the Americans 
had no ground for coni]ilaint, as they 
were violating tliree local laws of New- 
foundland; First, in fishing on Sunday; 
second, in fi.shing between October and 
iVIay, and third, in using seines in their 
fishing. The allo'ged violence was ig- 
nored and tlie report was based upon 
what was said to bo competent testi- 
mony, but none of whicli was trans-

the latelj' defunct bill clearly asserted 
the right of tlie Local Hou.se to deal 
with the evil.

I munication from tfiat government. 
Immediately upon receipt of the dis- 
patch from London our minister there 
was instructed by Evarts to say that 
such conclusions of fact could not be 
received as conclusive against the 
sworn statement of our citizens until 
the British government had sub- 
mitted the testimony upon which 
their ofKcer relied for the consideration 
of the United States, and that ovcwi if 
such condition of facts ])rcsonted itself 
or justified the charge of violation of 
law on the part of Americans, still 
thoro was great diflerence between the 
regular and judicial vindication of the 
law and such rough and riotous method 
of its execution by a mob of excited 
fishermen, But waiving tho considera- 
tion of points until facts had been 
properly ascertained, he was further 
instructed to say with earnest distinct- 
ness that the United States Govern- 
ment could not accept for a moment the 
conclusion which the language of Lord 
Salisbury would seem to indicate as the 
opinion of his government — -that tho 
right of fishing secured Aniericau fish- 
ermen within the three mile limit was 
subject, in its exercise, to such limita- 
tions as tho cSf9nial government might 
see fit to impose. Every particular in 
whicli these laws were said to lie vio- 
lated wa,s evidently such as would seri- 
ously'affect the value of the fisheries. 
The months excluded were the very 
months when alone they wanted tho 
privilege, and the prohibition? of tlie 
use of seines was equivalent to a' total 
prohibition of ilahing on shore fisheries, 



which it was the object of local laws 
to encourage and develop. It is quite 
a diticrent thing from vessel fishing, 
and wliat vras a judicious regulation of 
one was totalljr. inapplicable to, if not 
entirely destructive "of, the other. Such 
limitation uiion the treaty right was 
unusual and not to be justified by views 
of its own iiderest by ono of tho parties 
to the treaty. It was not permitted Ity 
tho treaty itself, and could not bo in- 
terpolatetl by any construction, and 
however unpleasant it might ho to de- 
lay the settlement of such questions 
touching the recent award, as were 
under discussion between tho tv/o gov- 
ernments, tho United States must ask 
for a distinct disavowal of tiio construc- 
tion AvhiohJeft it very doiibtful,. what 
advantages, if any, wore secured by the 
treaty. 

The iCorAi's Mont real special says: 
If tho American govoriiiiient should re- 
fuse to settle the Halifa.'c award, tho 
Canadian govornmeiit will be put into 
an awkward position, and if the respon- 
sibility of this is thrown upon New- 
foundland there will hn trouble, per- 
haps of a serious eharacter, with tint 
maritime province.

Serious Illness of Saii Bea- 
- consfield. 

IKxchuive Di.-<puteli to 'I'lio Culiirii-;l| 

•;• London, Oct. 29. — The uir Ls lioiivy 
with rumors of the illnosa of Earl Bun- 
conafield, and the Cabiust lias bucn siini- 
nioned to consider what shall ho done in 
case of his death. At the lust ineeting of 
tho Cabinet tlio Earl had a very uurious 
apoplectic fit and tho [)rosonco of his [iliy- 
uiciuns was nocesaaiy.

It is sad also to observe 
that tho ruthless hand of the desecrator 
has defiled tho graves of many who hiivo 
been more recently interred and wlioxo 
naniCB are niox-o or less familiar. In uuu 
^jaso a ina.ssive liead-stono has been tliinu ii 
down which bears the following inscrip- 
tion: "H, T. W, English, late paymaster 
of H, M. S. Devastation, died 1804." The 
hoad-stone was erected ns a mark of re- 
spect to the deceased hy tho oflicoi-s iiiul 
company of tlio ship. In anotlier instance 
the railings which formerly surrotnulud 
the grave of " Jlicliael Lane Cavort, who 
died May ITtli, 18(11, a native of Cliarl- 
ion, S<iMtoga County, Now York," liave 
Jjcon torn lip /ind scattered in all diioc- 
tiona.

Ni:w YouK, Oct. 127. — Hetweon U and '.) 
o'clock this morning masked burglars en- 
tered the Manhattan Savinyii Bank build- 
ing at the corner of Broadway and Blcoker 
streets, and after handcuffing the janitor, 
made him, under threats of instant death, 
reveal the combination of the safe tothoui 
and deliver up the keys of tho bank. 
They rilled the vault of a presumably largo 
amount of money, as tv.eiity tin boxes 
known to have contained bills were found 
on the filler empty. Tho doors, Aindows 
and all moans of access fiom without wore 
found intact, and it was evident that tho 
thieves had entered by means of keys. 
Great crowds oontinued all tho morrixns 
about the bank. Tho robbers left behind 
a skeleton key and also three paira of 
liamlcufiH. Of forty or fiftj' boxes stored 
away about twenty had been opened and 
their contents rilled.
